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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services 
Troy In The Year Of 1966 


Public health nursing service was focused on pro- 
motion of community health and implemented by the 
use of direct nursing service, health supervision, teaching 
and rehabilitation, supplemented by the use of all avail- 
able resources. Included in this service were visits to the 
home in the health interest of families, and an accelerated 
school health program. Infants and pre-school children 
were offered examination and immunization at Unity 
child health conference. Your nurse worked with physi- 
cians, town officials, school personnel, other agency 
personnel and volunteer health workers to effectively 
carry out these health services. 

The public health nurse attended the registration of 
entering school children and counselled parents regard- 
ing the school health nursing service offered. 

Your nurse, a staff member of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing of Maine, participated in a variety 
of activities as shown in Table 1.

TOWN CLERK 


The Town Clerk’s records that were related to our 
audit were carefully reviewed and found to have been 
well kept, complete and in agreement with the records 
of other town officials. 

The minutes of the annual town meeting were prop- 
erly reviewed, and recorded. It was noted that the oaths 
of offices for the various town officials were properly 
recorded. 

The collection of dog taxes appeared to have been 
hanled properly and all the money so collected promptly 
forwarded to the State Treasurer.
